rlouds, float aw ay to the northw ard, 
like the little, Inht cirrus clouds of a 
summer sky, tha t we knew well enough 
how terrib ly cold it m ust b e w ithout 
looking a t the therm om eter tha t stood 
71 « leg. b elow zero. F a hre n he it. 
It is not so iar .h the intensity of the 
cold, expressed in degrees on the 
morneter, tha t determines the disa­ 
greeab leness of Arctic winter weat her 
as it is the force and relative direction 
of the wind. 
I have found it far 
pleasanter with the therm om eter a t 
50 deg., 60 deg. or even 70 deg. b elow 
zero, Fahrenheit, with little or no wind 
b lowing a t the time, than to face a 
rather stiff b reeze wtien the little tell 
tale showed 20 deg. warmer tem pera­ 
ture. 
Even an Arctic acclim ated white 
luan facing a good strong wind at 20 
tleg. or 25 deg. b elow zero is alm ost 
lure to find the wind freeze the nose 
and cheeks, and the therm om eter does 
not have to sink over 4 deg. or 5 deg. 
to induce the Esquimaux themselves to 
keep within their snug snow houses uu- 
iler the sam e circum stances, unless 
want or fam inedem andstheirpresence 
in the storm .

It 
rained seemingly as never before, in 
the inter-} all those 
r« -gi >ns. Throughout the 
greater part of the Middle States it 
made destructive river floods. 
In the 
region about Chicago it amount©*! to a 
nm-ipitation of about five and one- 
half inches. In Mary land it was not 
much less, and New York State re­ 
ceived its share ol the general drench­ 
ing. Here in Southern New England the 
downpour was such as was never ex­ 
ceeded—if indeed it was ever equaled. In 
this immediate region the rainfall in on* 
continuous rain, from Monday after­ 
noon to 3 o'clock Tuesday morning, 
amounted almost to 
6 inches. Th* 
great October rain, of the 1st and 2d 
of October, 1869 , which such ruinous 
work throughout Connecticut (chiefly 
by the immense precipitation on the 
m-cond day ), did not exhibit such a 
steady and tremendous downpour as 
that of Tuesday , August 4 ,1 885 be­ 
tween tlie hours of 1 and 3 o’cf&ck 
•p the morning. The volume of this 
August rain is shown in the flooded 
streams, which every where con tin us 
to be flooded long after the usual tim« 
for rain floods 
to disappear. Th« 
Connecticut rives itself has kept rising 
for a day and a half after the storm, 
the rain having added about eix feet 
to it*« height. 
It was a heavy rain in 
the White mountains, the gauge at the 
Ftgnal Service station on the summit 
showing four and one-half inches. 
This great rain came inland from 
the Gulf of Mexico. Following th* Mis- 
her | pissippi valley northward, the sto**m 
wan central at I>etroit. 
It extended 
eastward all the way from the Missis­ 
sippi river to the Atlantic ©©aboard— 
pouring as huge a flood upon New 
England as upon most of the great in­ 
termediate breadth of country . 
It is impossible to estimate any such 
quantity ofw a‘er. Even of the amount 
that was poured out upon our own 
little State, it is impossible to get any 
adequate idea. 
If we were to imagine 
the area of Connecticut to be a perfect­ 
ly flat, level surface, and the average 
amount of rain for that one storm to 
be not five, but not quite three inches 
—what, then, would be the aggregate 
quantity of water that was emptied 
from the clouds upon our area 
01 not 
quite 5,000 square miles? Who can 
get any adequate conception of it? 
Emptied in the same time into the 
world’s greatest river, it would affect 
the volume of the Amazon. And this 
for only one little spot in the area of 
the actual downpour. 
Connecticut, 
compared with the area, covers less re­ 
lative space than a dinner-plate on a 
big dinner-table.

a com pact statem en t of prices, sources of 
supply and the technical m atter* which 
proved im p o rtan t daring the year. 
It ap ­ 
pears th a t the to ta l value of the m ineral 
products, taken as nearly as possible a t 
the points of production, was more than 
$465,000,000 the largest mineral produc­ 
tion yet recorded in any country. 
In 
1885 the value was ab o u t $429,000,000. 
Many 
substances 
shared in 
this in­ 
crease, 
b u t 
particularly 
i n n 
and 
steel, 
which 
alone 
showed 
an 
increase of $30,000,000. 
In 1885 b itu m i­ 
nous coal was the m ost valuable m ineral 
product, b u t in 1886 it was passed by pig 
iron, which had a higher to ta l value than 
silver and gold combined. 
Wonderful 
progress is shown in the use of n atu ral 
gas, the consum ption being more th an 
double th a t of 1885 and tw enty tim es 
th a t of 1883. 
It is estim ated th a t the 
value of the coal displaced by n a tu ra l gas 
in 1886 was more th an $0,800,000.

is slightly less th an half the value of tho 
petroleum .

I took the red flag and the boy in my 
arms, and placing him in the middle 
of the platform, put the flag in his 
hands.

the author was conducting a home­ 
ward sledge journey to H udson’s Bay 
in the depth of an Artic winter—Nov­ 
ember, December, January, February 
and March—th a t he experienced it. 
Severe weather—th a t is, intensely cold 
—had set in just before Christmas, in 
1S79, the thermometer sinking down 
to 65 deg. and 68 deg. below zero. and 
never getting above 60 deg. below, and 
we were having a hard time with our 
sleighing along the river, our camps at 
night almost In sight of those we had 
left in the morning, so close were they 
together and so slowly did we labor 
along. Reindeer, on which we were 
relying for our daily supply of food, 
were not found near the river, and be­ 
ing seen some ten or fifteen miles back 
from it, I determined to leave its bed 
and strike straight for home in llud» 
son’s Bay. 
We liad been gone three or four days, 
when, as we ascended the higher levels, 
the thermometer commenced lowering, 
and on the 3d of January, 1880, at^3 
o’clock in the afternoon, reached <1 
deg. below zero, the coldest we exper­ 
ienced on our sledge journey of neatly 
a year in length, and tile coldest ever 
encountered by white men traveling 
out of doors, for th a t day we moved 
camp some ten or twelve miles to the 
south-eastward. The day was not at all 
disagreeable, I must say, until along 
toward the early night, when a slight- 
zephyr, the merest kind of motion of 
the wind th a t would hardly ruffle tho 
leaves on a tree, or even suffice to cool 
t he face on a warm day, sprang up 
from the southward, and, slight and 
insignificant as it was, it cut to the 
bone every part of the body th a t was 
exposed, and which, fortunately, was 
only the face from the eyebrows to t he 
chin and about half of the cheeks. We 
turned our backs toward it as much 
as possible, and especially after wehad 
gotten into camp and got to work 
building our snow-houses and digging 
through the thick ice of the lake 
for fresh tvater, and so lazily did our 
breath, th a t congealed into miniature 
clouds, float away to the northward, 
like the little, lh h t cirrus clouds of a 
summer sky, th a t we knew well enough 
how terribly cold it must be without 
looking a t the thermometer th a t stood 
71 deg. below zero. Fahrenheit. 
It is not so m r ch the intensity of the 
cold, expressed in degrees on the 
morneter, th a t determines the disa­ 
greeableness of Arctic winter weal her 
as it is the force and relative direction 
of the wind. 
I have found it far 
pleasanter with the thermometer a t 
50 deg., 60 deg. or even 70 deg. below 
zero, Fahrenheit, with lit tie or no wind 
(dowing a t the time, than to face a 
rather stiff breeze wfien the little tell 
tale showed 20 deg. warmer tempera­ 
ture. Even an Arctic acclimated white 
blan facing a good strong wind a t 20 
tleg. or 25 deg. below zero is almost 
faire to find the wind freeze the nose 
and cheeks, and the thermometer does 
not have to sink over 4 deg. or 5 deg. 
to induce the Esquimaux themselves to 
keep within their snug snow houses un­ 
der the same circumstances, unless 
want or faminedemands their presence 
in the storm. 
With plenty in the 
larder for all the mouths, brute and 
human, none of them Ventura out in 
bach weather*
